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West End Market Suffers Heavy Loss 
In Early Morning Fire 

Extensive property damage was done to West End Market 
during a fire here last Wednesday night. Despite 30 below weather 
and hydrant trouble, the local volunteer fire brigade managed to 
save the building, greatest loss being to stock and equipment. 

The alarm sounded at approximately 3:00 a.m. and was 
promptly answered by the local brigade. Some time was lost when 
a siezed hydrant by Salus store prevented getting water on the fire. 
A second line was strung to the hydrant further west. Firemen 
fought the blaze until 7:00 a.m. 

In a report released to the dailies, the fire was reported by 
Dave MacDonald who noticed the flames while returning from work. 
This report stated that the loss was estimated at $30,000 dollars and 
covered by insurance At time of writing, The Journal has not been 
able to varify this statement or to determine Mr. Bubniak’s plans 
for the future. 

Thirty below zero at 3:00 a.m. watching firemen battling with 
frozen equipment and attempting to save a building makes us won¬ 
der just how many of us would like to be a fireman. 

A volunteer fireman doesn’t work an eight hour shift, playing 
checkers in a fire hall waiting for a call to work. A volunteer fire¬ 
man is a man that spends an evening a week practicing to save your 
home He is a man that works for you or your friend or owns his 
own business that requires at least eight hours every day. When the 
siren sounds he must leave his warm bed, dress hastily (and often 
scantily) and get down to the firehaU as quickly as possible. 

Arriving at the fire scene he faces frozen hydrants, and petty 
criticism at the least. If the fire isextreme h(e can suffer loss of 
clothing, injuries or loss of life ... all this for a wage that is no 
doubt lower than you and I get for an hour’s pay during safe day¬ 
light hours.

MUNICIPAL NOMINATIONS 
WILL BE HELD FEB. 15 


Just as the-snow has piled up 
around town this past week or so, 
snow problems have appeared to 
pile up and plague the town 
council. This matter of snow re¬ 
moval demanded the attention 
of Mayor Aboussafy, and coun¬ 
cillors Ramsay, Wood, Toppano 
and Dibblee for the greater part 
of the two and one half hour 
session. Trustee Holly waited on 
council regarding the school 
board’s snow problem. 

To open discussion, two letters 
were read from the school board, 
one asking that the town see to 
the removal of snow from the 
school walks and bill the school 
board for costs. The second let¬ 
ter protested the action of snow 
removal crews in not charing a 
Place for the children getting 
from the bus onto the sidewalk, 
or for providing a place for the 
bus to turn at both Central and 
Cameron school. 

Town foreman Joe Malanchuk 
explained that he was getting as 
close to the walks as possible with 
the plow without pushing the 
snow back on to the walks, a 
matter that had drawn a com¬ 
plaint from the school a few 
weeks ago. 

Councillors could not see why 
the bus should turn in the mid¬ 
dle of a block anyway, this posing 
a traffic threat and dangerous to 
the occupants of the bus. It was 
pointed out that the bus could 
proceed up the hill to Kennedy’s 
corner and turn there, or in the 
case of Cameron School, proceed 
a little further and turn where 
Dench, private trucks and the 
town plow have been turning. 
Furthermore, council asked the 
school delegate, why signs were 
removed from Second street to 
their present location without 
consulting the town. The present 
stopping point is located in an 
area that is covered with water 
every spring and is therefore not 
the ideal spot. The school dele¬ 
gate replied that this move was 
made to allow the children a 
quick entry to the warm basement 
of the school whereas unloading 
at the front interfered with the 
High school. 


Council felt that the school 
should consider the bus stop back 
to Second street and showed that 
the stop could be east or west of 
the main entrance and the child¬ 
ren cut across the school yard to 
get to their classes. 

It was agreed between the 
council and the delegate that the 
matter should not have been 
brought up by the janitors going 
to the town foreman, but should 
ha"e been presented to the school 
board who in turn could have 
got in touch with council. School 
board acted on the basis of the 
* janitors’ report that co-operation 
was not forthcoming, whereas 
the foreman stated emphatically 
that he had never been ap¬ 
proached. 

It was agreed that the town 
crews would see to the cleaning 
of sidewalks, while the matter of 
clearing space for the bus will be 
handled by the Public Works 
Department. 

The local branch U.M.WA. ap¬ 
plied for council’s permission to 
apply for a licence permitting 
them to rent their hall for dances 
and other functions, and to sell 
cigarettes and confections. This 
approval was granted 
Insurance on the skating rink 
came up again with quotations 
from the various firms. The sec¬ 
retary was instructed to obtain 
further information. 

Winter’s worries cropped up for 
a second time with the council 
hearing various sides of the prob¬ 
lem of snow removal for widows, 
elderly people, and public ser¬ 
vices. The matter proves to be 
without solution, although it was 
felt that the police car should 
be supplied with a block heater in 
order that it is ready for any 
emergency. 

Another matter that seems to 
confront council with as many 
problems as the snow is the 
government and the new high¬ 
way running through town. It 
was brought up that the govern¬ 
ment had promised that snow 
would be pushed off the roads and 
down into the gulley so that it 
did not drain into homes. A sec¬ 
ond matter was the danger that

Meeting Endorses Petition For 


Despite the near blizzard conditions and 
knee-deep snow, approximately 50^ Coleman 
residents with interest in education and their 
democratic rights, assembled at the public 
meeting Friday night. Held in the high school 
auditorium, the meeting was presided over by 
Chairman M. Cornett, and moved to petition 
the provincial government for the right to hold 
a plebiscite. Dr. Swift, Deputy Minister of Edu¬ 
cation, had reached Lethbridge, but was not 
able to make it to Coleman. Inspector McKay 
of Pincher Creek, and W. Kovach, M.L.A., of 
Hillcrest, were also unable to attend. 

To open the meeting Chairman Cornett 
read the brief submitted by Coleman at the 
joint board meeting, and a petition that had 
been drawn up for the meeting's approval. The 
petition asked that we be allowed to vote for or 
against our inclusion in a school division in 
the Crows Nest Pass. 


Open Session 

Show s Public Disapproval 

Local residents took good ad¬ 
vantage of the open meeting to 
determine a few important mat¬ 
ters and clarify the position. 

In answering the first question 
chairman Cornett stated that a 
great many people think that a 
central high school will be built 
immediately. However, before this 
could be done, a divisional board 
would have to be formed, and 
this could not be before fall. It 
would take half a million dollars 
to build and equip such a school, 
If the government thought that 
this area was capable of paying 
for it. It took Coleman half a 
year and a great deal of red tape 
to borrow $16,000 for the'new 
two room addition to Cameron 
school. 

John Groszko followed the 


chairman’s remarks, drawing at¬ 
tention to the fact that the min¬ 
ers have always paid for educa¬ 
tion and never quibbled. Now 
with short time the high taxa¬ 
tion is plenty without helping 
other centers build schools. ‘Next 
thing they will want us to help 
them build an arena” the speaker 
stated. 

John Howarth asked the chair¬ 
man why it was that Blairmore 
has been so lax during the past 
10 years by not having equal 
schools or remodelling the pre¬ 
sent ones so as to have the same 
standard as Coleman. To this, 
the chairman replied that the 
only answer that he could give 
was that the people of Coleman 
have always been willing to pay 
high taxes for education. 

Norman Ash rose at this point 
and stated that the entire prob¬ 


lem has centered on the financial 
angle, whereas he figured this 
should not be the main item to 
consider in education. “Why”, he 
asked, “when the board knew 
about the co-terminous boundary 
commission, did they wait until 
this late date to inform the pub¬ 
lic?” "I am in favor of your ac¬ 
tions”, he stated, “but I want to 
know why you did not tell the 
public about it before”. 

The board replied that they 
met with the commission on Oc¬ 
tober 28, but that they had not 
been given at that time any idea 
that the new boundaries were to 
be set up January 1. The matter 
of a school division had only 
come up since January. The board 
secretary had written the Minister 
asking for answers to questions 
that plagued the board. The only 
answer received was that a meet¬ 
ing with the boards and another 
with the public would be held to 
give these answers. It "appears 
since that Blairmore or Bellevue 
did not have the facilities to hold 
this meeting, and with bad wea¬ 
ther, the meeting fell through. 

Trustee Holly further enlighten¬ 
ed the meeting on this by recall¬ 
ing a public meeting a couple of 
years ago when Mr. Balfour told 
what was coming up. When we 
wrote to the department they 
weren’t courteous enough to give 
us the answers ... we didn't know 
anymore about it than you. 

We have taken in the Lime 
Kilns and the power plant, Pass- 
burg and Frank could have been 
taken in by the other towns. We 
agree that (Prank should have bet¬ 
ter service, but they try to run 
on a 11 mill tax rate. Coleman 
will get two members on the 


board and Prank 1. Look at the 
difference in population. You 
have half the voting power of the 
division and only two representa¬ 
tives on the board 

Steve Penney stated that it was 
a high handed way in the first 
place. When the board met with 
the commission they understood 
that the commission was just 
mapping the boundaries. We nev¬ 
er figured that they would go 
back to Edmonton and tell us in 
December that we would be part 
of a division. 

Mrs. J. Wavrecan asked what 
explanation did the government 
give for allowing Camrose to stay 
out of a division when they won’t 
let Coleman. To this the chair¬ 
man replied that without Cole¬ 
man apparently the division could 
not be formed. 

Replying to Mr. Ash’s earlier 
question, the chairman stated 
that true, taxation matters had 
entered the decision The board 
would like to see taxes lowered, 
but they won’t be if the division 
goes through. As to benefits, he 
called upon H. Allen to give his 
views. Mr. Allen replied that the 
only benefits that he could see 
would be in the realm of shop, 
home economics and commercial 
classes. Apart from that he did 
not see how we would benefit a 
great deal. 

Mr ASh asked when and why 
the shop and home ec had been 
stopped in Coleman schools. Mr. 
Allen replied that they were stop¬ 
ped during the war chiefly to lack 
of teachers. Since this time the 
school population had increased 
and those rooms needed for class¬ 
rooms. 

Mayor Aboussafy remarked that 
we all think along different lines

and agreed that we have brought 
a lot of the financial aspect into 
the matter. “I can’t say”, he as¬ 
serted, “if there will be improve¬ 
ments or not . . barring mir¬ 
acles, no one can look into the 
future. As I look at it, it is the 
law of cause and effect. In my 
understanding of the law of 
cause and effect Coleman will lose. 
We will lose the control of what 
we want in education. We are 
proud of What we are producing 
in our high school. We have paid 
high taxes for education and now 
we will have two on a board of 
seven. With two men, what,-can 
the community press for educa¬ 
tion? We have satisfactory edu¬ 
cation and I doubt if we will be 
able to hold it. If the government 
forces us into the division, we 
should fight it to the last for re¬ 
presentation by population sub¬ 
ject to review every five years. 
&t is not fair that we with 4000 
people are to have two trustees, 
while another town with 2,000 
would also get two. This way we 
will lose the contact with our 
schools. A review every five years 
would be fair. If we lose our 
population we should not have 
the representation, but should 
some population shift from the 
other points to Coleman, they 
should see a change in represen¬ 
tation. 

Pete Meronuik followed Mayor 
Aboussafy stating that we say 
that Coleman is 100% against the 
division, but we don’t know for 
sure. “I fayor the idea that Cole¬ 
man stay as it is, but I feel that 
we should know our true posi¬ 
tion and suggest that we use the 
petition as suggested, organize it 
properly and canvas6 every house. 
If we fail and the government

goes through with the plan, then 
we should fight for representa¬ 
tion by population.'' 

Mel Dunford asked if the board 
did not have the right to hold a 
plebiscite without the government 
approval. The chairman explain¬ 
ed that they had been told that 
there was no authorty to hold a 
plebiscite. Steve Penney further 
clarified this by saying that he 
asked if the government when 
passing legislation to provide for 
the division could not provide for 
the allowing of a plebiscite. “They 
did not answer" Mr. Penney as¬ 
serted. 

Mrs. J. Iwasiw asked if we did 
not have a democracy. The people 
have a right to vote, she stated. 

A. DeLuca asked what the law¬ 
yer’s opinion of the meeting was 
to which the chairman replied by 
reading a letter from Mr. Virtue, 
wherein he su ed that he felt the 
government we • going to insti¬ 
tute the plan which would work 
hardships on Coleman. If it does, 
Mr. Virtue wrote, make sure your 
high standards are maintained. 

Considerable discussion fol¬ 
lowed centering around the same 
ideas coming to a climax when 
Trustee Penney said, “We should 
fight it. If we are beat, we will 
be beat fighting. We should not 
just take it sitting down”. 

Pete Meroniuk moved that a 
committee be appointed to look 
after the circulation of a petition, 
seconded by E R. Kennedy. From 
this motion, a committee of five, 
P. Meroniuk, A. Montalbetti, J. 
Wavrecan, W. Du til and 8. Pen¬ 
ney was formed. This committee 
met following the meeting to lay 
plans for their action.

Television and radar antennas | 
would be placed so high that their 
range would be 236 miles, as com- J 
pared with only 47 miles for the) 
highest antenna to date, perched 
on the Empire State building. 

Since it would pierce more than 
a mile into the stratosphere, the 
top would be “above the weather," 
and man would have his first truly 
unhampered opportunity to make 
cosmic ray and meterological ob¬ 
servations, and to do astronomic 
and medical research. 

The plan calls for a "city” to 
be built at the half-mile level. 


This would be something like the 
current shopping centres, and it 
would be the taking off place for 
the higher reaches. An automobile 
ramp would go this high. 

From there the upward haul 
would be by pressurized elevator* 
to the top where the temperature 
would skid to 67 degrees below 
zero. At various stages there 
would be facilities for training 
parachute jumpers and a base for 
gliders. 

Berman emphasizes that the 
tower would have to be "a dy¬ 
namic structure,” which in a 
sense would “float" in its upper 
stages. Winds of near-hurricane 
force would buffet it, and these 
would be counteracted by jets 
mounted at various points and 
capable of exerting 50-to 100-ton 
counter-thrusts to maintain equi¬ 
librium. Even so, the tower might 
incline as much as a thousand 
feet at the top with no reason, 
for concern. 

Its inventor figures that, the 
tower would be such a Mecca for 
visitors that they alone would 
quickly defray the expense. He 
points out that the cost of various 
world’s fairs has been nearly as 
much as the estimate for the 
tower, and that it would be a 
"world's fair” in itself. 

J Berman has braced himself for 
j a great buffeting of ridicule. He 
knows that Gustave Eiffel, who 
designed the famous Eiffel tower 
for the Paris exhibition in 1889, 
ran into a storm of criticism. Yet

Favors Large School Division For 


The provincial government’s announced in¬ 
tention of forming a school division throughout 
the Crow’s Nest Pass has brought education to 
the fore in the minds of many. 

It is indeed unfortunate that the manner of 
presentation of these proposals by the provincial 
government authorities has been somewhat blunt 
and without sufficient consideration and consul¬ 
tation with the local citizens. The taxpayer has 
felt, with justification, that his opinions are be¬ 
ing ignored; the result, an over emotional ap¬ 
proach to a very important question. 

It would most certainly behoove the rate¬ 
payers of those towns affected to give their closest 
attention to the long range aspects of our child¬ 
ren’s education. Let the facts speak for them¬ 
selves. 

Educational costs in Coleman have risen ap¬ 
proximately 110 per cent since 1940. This, in spite 
of every effort at economy. Economy which has 
deprived us of fully adequate buildings, economy 
achieved at the expense of an adequate salary 
schedule, economy achieved by the dropping of 
courses, economy achieved by the abondonment 
of household economics causes; economy achieved 
at the greatest economy of all. A little bit too little, 
a little bit too late for everything. 

We need not look to blaming one another. Ba¬ 
ther, consider the position of our school boards 
in the last number of years. An ever increasing 
cost, chained to a largely stable base of taxation. 
The wonder is that this tieing down of the valve 
has not resulted in the blowing up of the whole 
system years ago. 

The breakdown of the present system of taxa¬ 
tion for education does Indeed show itself more 
in the other towns of the Pass, whose educational 
facilities have greatly deteriorated. Coleman is 
headed along the same road. Fifteen years of pros¬ 


perity may have slowed the process. Ingenious 
school boards have applied the sedative of tem¬ 
porary solutions, but the problem grows ever lar¬ 
ger and larger. What are we going to do in the 
next fifteen years? What if the next fifteen years 
are not prosperous? 

Shall we keep our buildings as they are for 
fifteen years, or widen the basis of taxation? Shall 
we cut the teachers’ salaries, or widen the basis of 
taxation? Shall we drop and ignore those courses 
which we once held in high esteem, or widen the 
basis of taxation? Shall we chisel a little off this 
child, a little off that tot or widen the basis of 
taxation? 

Widen the basis of taxation—for that is what 
the school divisions amount to. A wider basis of 
taxation, wider than Coleman can ever provide 
with its few streets of cottages and three or four 
blocks of wooden, frame business buildings. 

Another item which might well be widened is 
Coleman’s mental approach to the whole prob¬ 
lem of co-operation with our neighbours. Their 
children have suffered more than ours as a result 
of this antiquated system of undergrown, under 
nourished local schools. That does not call for 
giving the neighboring towns a kick, which will 
land only on our own children. Admittedly, the 
situation calls for hardheaded dickering for our 
own benefit, but emotional parading of too easily 
damaged egos will not achieve any improvement 
in the schooling of our youth. Let us strive for 
the best in schools, not just a bit better than the 
next fellow.

Building Backlog 
In Public Works 

OTTAWA—The Department of 
Public Works will have a basket 
item in this year’s estimates of 
about $500,000 for acquisition of 
land and advance planning of 
construction. 

Purchase for the most part will 
be in the smaller centres and will 
be done quietly. There is no sug¬ 
gestion that the purpose of the 
purchase can be kept secret but 
there will be no commitment to 
build this year, next year or even 
the year after that. In part, ad¬ 
vance planning may be projected 
five or six years ahead. 

What will be done within the 
department is to bring the build¬ 
ing to blueprint stage ready for 
the award of the contract before 
any vote for the building is put 
in the estimates. 


■Under the present system a 
lump sum is voted for a specific 
building including the land be¬ 
fore any plans are under way. 
Depending on the construction 
there may be a delay of from 
six months or to two years be¬ 
tween the purchase of land and 
the start of construction and all 
this time impatient protests are 
being received from the munici¬ 
palities. 

In addition to providing a more 
orderly planning of public works, 
the new scheme can work as an 
economic stabilizer in something 
the same manner as was originally 
envisaged for the “projects shelf” 
of the Department of (Resources 
and Development. 

During years of prosperity and 
possible inflation pressures, the 
department will be building up 
a file of blueprints in all parts of 
Canada, with construction held 
back except on the most urgent 
projects. 

In the case of a recession, pump 
priming through the public works 
department could be hastened by 
months and could also be allo¬ 
cated quickly to particular local¬ 
ities where the need might be 
most urgent. 

Steadily falling snow for the 
past week just about stopped all 
activity in the town by the week 
end.

Travel to the 
west had been stopped as the re¬ 
sult of a slide that had brought 
down tons of snow and rock to 
block the road and tear down tele¬ 
phone lines. Highway crews 
worked hard clearing the first 
slide, only to have further troubles 
call them back again. 

The break-down of the town 
plow during the height of the 
storm resulted in the work piling 
up and deliveries of coal and 
groceries greatly curtailed. Sam 
Sagoff’s cat was called into ser¬ 
vice Saturday and soon had the 
main part of the town fairly well 
cleaned.
